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25X1A I I the Soviet Control Commission discussed 

ceciinical problems and future production necessary for the 
administration and development of the HVA. The conference 
was presided over by General Makarov, other Soviet officers 
present including one Lieutenant Colonel -and Major 
Tretyakov, who is General rer-rascovstcy* s adjutant. The HVA 
delegation comprised heads of Abteilungen. At the outset of 
the meeting. General Makarov concentrated on the need for in- 
creased production. He stated that it was vital that tele- 
phone, teleprinter „ and wireless apparatus production be in- 
creased consideraply. He added that within the next two years 
2^0,000 gas masks must be made available to the HVA effectives. 
If this figure could not be met by German firms then it was es- 
sential that the material be imported. 

2„ In order to conserve gasoline stocks, the HVA is preparing a 
plan designed to limit each vehicle to a maximum monthly 
mileage. This plan is also to apply to the Hauptverwaltung 
fuer Deutsche Volkspolizei. The only vehicles in the HVA which 
are exempt from this restriction are those belonging to the 
chief of the HVA, his deputy and P/K chief, and the chief of 
staff. Abteilung Kraft fahrzeug has already worked out a sys- 
tem for reducing mileage and lias submitted the plan to Chef- 
inspe kteur Bernhard Beehler, who has replaced Heinrich Heitseh 
as HVA chief of staff. Approval of the recommendations is 
not expected before the end of November, 1950. 

3° Chefinspekteur Heinrich Heitseh and Chef idspe kteur Helmut 

Borufka, chief of Hauptabteilung Schulung of the HVA, have bean 
selected to attend a course in the USSR. Beehler, who recently 
returned from the USSR, is already well installed in his new 
position. Borufka has been replaced by Inspekteur Johne, also 
a returnee from the USSR. Beehler has brought with him his own 
typist, Rrau Henschel, who is either divorced or widowed and is/ 
shortly to marry Chefinspekteur Lust, Administrative Police. ■<

Dollwetzel had been the predecessor of Rudolf Doeiling, present chief, 
Hauptabteilung P/K. 

Hermann Rentzsch, former chief of Hauptabteilung Grenz- und 
Bereitschaften, GAI, has been demoted to the rank of Kommandeur. 
Kommandeur Hans Weller , Hauptabteilung Kader, told Rentzsch that he 
would be sent to Greenland (sic).* Weller has stated that most 
of the officers returning from the USSR training course will be 
demoted to the next lower rank. 

4.. The new HVA unit at present being prepared at Halle is located 
at Psirazelsusstrasse 68, formerly the Kluewer Kaserne. Oberrat 
Laresh has been made chief of Intendantur at the Halle Objekt. 

5<> Acte Hung 3a u of the HVA, under Inspekteur Horst Praessler, is now lo- 
cated at the Central Supply Depot, Berlin -Friedrichsfelde. 

Go The 150 vehicles recently delivered to the HVA and which were to 
form the transport of a new motorized Abieilung have now been 
distributed as follows : 

A. Eighty trucks have been sent to Treptow under the care of 
Pollzeirat Obitz . 

B* Seventy trucks are currently garaged in two hangars at the 
Berlin-Johannlsthal airport. These are not to be used by the HVA, 

A total of 150 drivers, but no assistant drivers or mechanics, are 
due to report from the Objekte late in November , 1950. Each driver 
will be assigned one of the 150 trucks mentioned above. 

7- A Central Procurement Office (z>entrale Besehaffungsamt) has been 
established for the HVA. It is a department of the Ministry for 
Industry and is headed by Kommandeur Lehesten, who serves as the 
link between the HVA and Kerber . ** Lehesten is charged with order- 
ing from private firms all the requirements of the HVA, which is 
no longer supposed to have contact with private enterprises. 

8, The HVA Progress Report (Entwicklungsbericht) for the period from 
October 1949 to October 1950, which should have been completed 
by 17 October 1950, was not prepared until late November 1950, 
thereby delaying the departure of Major Tretyakov, who was scheduled 
to take it personally to Moscow on 20 or 21 November. The follow- 
ing points are quoted from the report:

11. According to a statement made by Bechler on 18 November 1950* a 
considerable re-shuffle of HVA units was scheduled to take place 
em 25 and 26 November 1950, He had not yet received the new list 
of locations, which he expected within the next twenty- four hours, 
but he stated that he understood there would be fewer, but larger 
units. For that reason, he said, general demotion was expected, 
and that undoubtedly explained why no promotions above the rank 
of Koramissar was made public on 7 N 0 vember 1950.
